Section 11, of chapter 6, of the poard of
charter of the city of Milwaukee, as amended, ig Publicworks to
hereby further amended by adding at the end of
said section the following: “And the said board of
public works shall at said time cause a written or
printed copy of said notice to be mailed or per-
sonally served upon or delivered to the owner or
occupant of all lands assessed for benefits in any
such proceeding, directed to the place where the
land so assessed is situated.
